The White House gave no de­ 
tails, but it was reported Eisen­ 
hower would propose that bene­ 
fits be paid for a total of 39 
weeks. Under varying state laws, 
the periods in which the benefits 
can now be drawn range from 16 
to 30 weeks, with most of the 
large industrial states p a y i n g : 
them for 26 weeks.

Hope for any immediate union agreement to the 
proposed Kaiser Metal Products, Inc., program for con­ 
tinued operation of the Commercial Division in Bristol 
faded today as: 
1. The company began laying off 53 employes to­ 
day in its “phasing out” schedule and issued a state­ 
ment charging that “lack of responsibility and sincerity 
on the part of some officials of Local Union 130, United 
Auto Workers" has created an impasse in discussions. 
2. Local 130 charged that the layoffs represent a 
lock-out and a violation of the union contract, and at the 
same time presented the company a three-point counter 
proposal which it says the company refuses to consider. 
The situation today was in almost direct contrast 
to that of early Saturday when at a well-attended meet­ 
ing of community leaders discussions of the proposed 
program by both company and union representatives re­ 
flected optimism over probability of early agreement. 
Officials of the firm were again to present their 
position at another meeting of community leaders called 
for 1:30 o'clock this afternoon at the Bristol Motel.
